Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .

viewing the hardcopy by an image capture device to capture an image of the 
hardcopy document; 

decoding the mark from the image captured by the image capture device to 
determine identification information and processing information of the electronic 
document and retrieving the electronic document based on the determined identification 
information of the electronic document; and 

processing the electronic document according to the annotation or processing 
information for the document received from the voice input. 

The features identified, in combination, are neither discussed nor suggested by 
the prior arts of record. 

Claims 1 and 3-21 are allowed.
